The “old man” always had the 
highest esteem for the general» and 
gave him the best commands in the 
army. But the perpetual “general in 
active service " wanted to become pres: 
ident; and since Carranza, with his 
characteristic stubbornness, insisted 
on pushing the candidacy ef Bonillas, 
Don Pablo finished by becoming th 
president's enemy. 

While I was still in Mexico, and a 
long time after Obregon placed himself 
in open revolt, the general was main- 
taining a doubtful attitude toward what 
was going on. No one thought it pos- 
sible that Don Pablo would ever start 
an uprising himself. 
as far from everybody’s thought that 
he would ever favor a rebellion started 
by some one else. 

Stops, Looks, and—Strikes. 

Don Pablo is not the kind of man to 
Strike the first blow. Respectable, 
prudent people never do such things. 
They leave it to the Obregons. But 
the general is the sort of person quite 
willing to strike the second blow, when 
his enemy, thrown off his balance, is 
least expecting attack from a new di- 
rection. Gonzalez is a man who looks 
before he leaps—but he leaps at the 
right moment. | 

Had it not been for the intervention 
of this respectable and prudent chief. 
tain on the side of the rebellion, Car- 
ranza would be still, at the present mo- 
ment, in his mansion in Mexico City, 
giving orders to faithful generals’ to 
combat Obregon and Obregon’s parti- 
sans. 

How Revolt Started, Ended. 

The history of the recent overturn 
which has not yet come to a close may 
be summarized briefly as follows: Car- 


ranza tried to impdse his candidate | 


Bonillas on Mexico as a whole, plan- 
ning then to overwhelm Sonora, where 
the center of the Obregonist movement 
was located. In Sonora an active cam- 
paign against the president was on 
foot, but before all the preparations 
were complete Carranza started to 
nag the rebellious state and trample 
on its autonomous rights. His pur- 
pose was to provoke a premature ex- 
plosion of the revolutionary magazine. 

Sonora finally rose in revolt, and 
Carranza in his turn caught Obregon 
off guard, and was thinking‘of put- 
ting the general in a safe place at 
a time when, as he thought, the presi- 
dential orders would still be respected. 

Mutiny of Carranza Army. 

However, Obregon got away, and his 
partisans in the army began to mutiny, 
but obviously without collusion with 
one another, and with an indisputable 
lack of unity. 

It was a spontaneous uprising, every 
ome acting on his own initiative, as 
happens in a powerful party, which, 
at a surprise attack from the enemy, 
feels itself suddenly in danger of 
checkmate, and has to move before its 
plans are all laid. . 

Meanwhile Carranza was getting a 


‘large body of troops together in the 


neighborhood of the capital. He gent 
his son-in-law, Candido Aguilar, to 
raise additional contingents in Vera 
Cruz, and create a place of refuge 
for himself, in case’ of need, in that 
stronghold. Carranza did the same 
thing some years ago, when he was 
expelled from Mexico City by Villa and 
Zapata. 
Looked Like Long War. 

I cannot affirm that Carranza wouy!d 
have been triumphant in the end. It 
is almost certain that Obregon would 
have won eventually, since the present 
revolution has been of a purely mili- 
tary character, and the majority of 
the army officers are strongly attached 
to their former minister of war. 

But the campaign started badly for 
Obregon. The first encounters be- 
tween the insurrectionists and the gov- 
ernment troops were indecisive. The 
struggle between Carranza and Obre- 
gon promised to become something 
more than a mutiny. It was beginning

DRAFT EVADER, 
_ ESCAPES GUARDS 


Gets Away in Waiting 
Motor Car. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 21.—Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, convieted draft 
dodger, recently sentenced to serve five 
years on Governor's island, New York, 
escaped from army guards at his 
mother’s home here today and tonight 
was’ still at large. 

The wealthy Philadelphian, who evad- 
ed the government authorities all over 


before he was captured at his home 
in a sensationaf raid, disappeared in 
his own motor car while two sergeants 
from Fort Jay, New York, his guards, 
were sitting in the drawing room of 
Mrs. Bergdoll’s palatial home. The 
machine was driven by Bergdoll’s 
chauffeur, police say. 
Out On Furlough. 

According to information received 
here from Fort Jay tonight Bergdoll 
came to Philadelphia yesterday on a 
three days’ furlough to attend to “ im- 
portant business matters.” It was said 
by the military authorities he had left 
Governor’s island on competent mili- 
tary instructions and was supposed to 
visit a city other than Philadelphia. 
The nature of Bergdoll’s business, the 
military authorities declared, was con- 
fidential. 

It was said the two sergeants had 
spent the night at the Bergdoll home, 
which is on the outskirts of the city. 


This afternoon Bergdoll was entertain- 


ing the sergeants with recitations from 
Shakespeare, according to James E. 
Romig, a friend of the Bergdoll fam- 
ily, who was present. 

Goes to Answer Phone. 

A telephone bell rang and Bergdoll 
said he would answer it. He left the 
room and as the bell kept ringing the 
two sergeants became suspicious and 
investigated. His car, which had been 
standing in front of the house, had dis- 
appeared, and Bergdoll with it. The 
draft dodger was dressed in olive drab 
| denim, the army prison uniform. 

The two sergeants telephoned police 
headquarters and every avenue of es- 
cape around the city was covered. 

Military and city authorities tonight 
are making an investigation to ascer- 
tain whether there was any collusion 
and whether Bergdoll was aided In his 
escape.

James Vinci was found guilty last 
night of participating in the murder 
of Maurice [Mossy] Enright and sen- 
tenced by the jury’s verdict to four- 
teen years in the penitentiary. 

Two minutes later, Vinci, chuckling 
over his escape from the noose, went 
to his cell in the county jail, undressed 
and dropped into a heavy sleep—the 
first in nearly a week. 

In the same block of cells three men 
paced the narrow floors, gloomily smok. 
ing cigaret after cigaret, and _mutter- 
ing to themselves., They were Vin- 
cenzo Cosmano, “ Mike” Carozzo, and 
“Big Tim” Murphy, facing trial for 
conspiracy to cause and causing the 
same murder. 

Guilty on Third Ballot. 

The verdict was reached by the jury 


guilt and innocence and one on the

The courtroom, crowded with some 
two hundred watchers, became sud 
denly tense. Hats were discarded— 
cigars and cigarets hurriedly extin.

ashington, D. C.. May 21.—[Spe. 
cial.]—Inability to pass the peace res. 
olution over the president’s probabie 
veto was shown in fhe house ioday. 
The senate amendments to the house 
resolution were concurred in, the vote 
being 228 to 139. Seventeen additiona: 
affirmative votes would have been nec 
essary to bring the total up to two 
thirds of those voting. The resolu 
tion now goes to the president, who 
is expected te veto it without delay. 
Nineteen Democrats voted for the res- 
olution, while two Republicans voted 
against it. The Democrats were Rep 
resentatives Ashbrook of Ohio, Cald 
well, Mead, Sullivan, Carew, Cullen. 
Ganly, Goldfogle, O’Connell, Maher, 
Dooling, and McKiniry of New York; 
Huddleston of Alabama, Evans of Ne- 


vada, Gallivan, Tague, and O!ney of 
Massachusetts; Hamill of New Jersey, 
and McLane of Pennsylvania. 


Two Republicans Oppose. 

Twenty-two Democrats voted for the 
resolution when it was adopted by the 
house originally. The two Republicans 
voting against the resolution were Rep 
resentatives Kelley of Michigan and 
Fuller of Massachusetts. 

There was an hour's debate on the 
resolution. Representative Porter of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the commit 
tee on foreign affairs, led the fight for 
the concurrence in senate amend 
ments, while Representative Flood of 
Virginia, ranking Democratic member.

GENERAL C. M. BAILEY, 


VETERAN OF 2 WARS, 
DIES AT AGE OF 79 


Brig. Gen. Clarence M. Bailey, U. S. 
A., retired, died yesterday in his apart- 
ment in the Palm- 
er house. He was 
79 years old. * For 
a number of years 
‘he commanded 
the Fifteenth in- 
fantry, stationed 
at Fort Sheridan. 

His parents 
moved from New 
York, where he 
was born, to Indi- 
ana in the ‘50s. 
In 1861 he was 
commissioned a 
second lieutenant 
of infantry with 
an Indiana regi- 
ment, with which 
he fought through the civil war. 
1866 he won a captaincy. 

In 1891 he entered the regular army 
as a major. He became a colonel in 
1898. 

By an act of congress of April 23, 
1904, he was made a brigadier general. 
His home was at Fort Wayne, Ind.

RID OF OBSOLETE 
PLANES IN U.S. 


Washington, D. C, May 21.—[Spe 


cial.]}—A measure to prevent dumping.

VIEW OF EXPERT 


Forecasts Fall in Some of 
the Prices. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT.. 
Springfield, Ill.. May 21.—[Special.] 
—William J. Hagenah, chief expert of 
the downstate public utilities which de- 
sire to raise $124,000,000 for plant im- 
provements and extensions, testified 
today before the state public utility 
commission. 
| Mr. Hagenah thinks food prices will 
be as high next year as this, but that 
there is coming shortly a sharp break 
in prices of some other commodities. 
He looks at the money inflation as a 
serious situation. He showed that the 
money in circulation in 1896 was $21.40 
per capita, while now it is $57.13. He 
asserts that the best students of finance 
in this country and FEurope gave no 
hope of “ any substantial decline in the 
cost of money until the government 
brings about a deflation.” 

Mr. Hagenah says deflation can be 
brought about in two ways. One is by 
increasing interest and discount rates 
to bring about a forced liquidation. 


Labor in Wrong Place. 
“This,” he says, “must be accom- 


‘enough to outweigh the advantages.” 
He favors the method of “ maintain- 
ing substantially the present circu- 
lating medium” until business has 
grown. so that there will be the pre 
war relationship between “ money in 
circulation and business problems.” 
“There is nothing to indicate that 
wages are going down,” Mr. Hagenah 
says. “There is going to be a shift- 
ing of employment. The men will be 
thrown out of employment where they 
are engaged in luxury industries. The 
great bulk of labor ts in the wrong 
place. There is a demand for labor 
on the small farms and in the smal 
cities which runs into the thousands. 
Economic forces will force men out of 
the luxury industries. _They wiil in 
the course of a year or two gradually 
go back and the movement of popula- 
tion before long will be away from the 
large manufacturing centers, back to 
the small towns and farms.” 
Cites Railroads’ Needs. 
The purpose of Mr. Hagenah’s testi- 
mony was to show that the public util- 
ities of Illinois must compete for 
money. He gave much evidence of the 
demand for money, of which a strik- 
ing bit was a quotation from the brick- 
maker’s association that in this coun- 
try there is a shortage of 1,300,000 
residences, 450,000 factory buildings, 
6,000 hotels, 5,000 schools and public 
institutions, 65,000 large and medium 
size apartment buildings, 28,000 thea- 
tera, churches and public hall build- 
ings, 120 railroad terminals, and 14,000 
railroad stations and freight sheds. 
He adde that.the railroads alone, 
need 13,000 locomotives, 24,506 passen- 
ger, bassage and sleeping cars, and?f 
712,000 freight cars.

Born Sixty-One Years Ago. 

Born of parents in comfortable cir- 
cumstances in Cuatro Cienagas, state 
of Coahuila, Dec. 29, 1859, Venustiano 
Carranza was educated in the public 
schools of his native state and later 
studied law at the Mexican capital. 
When he was admitted to the bar, 
however, affection of the eyes pre-. 
vented him from practicing and he 
returned to his native state to become 
4a rancher. 

His experiences as a rancher first, 

then as judge, senator, and finally gov- 
ernor of Coahuila, made Carranza fa 
tniliar with the agrarian problem, the 
root of politic al unrest in Mexico. ' 

Having defied Huerta, Carranza ral- 
lied a small band of 600 followers. 
which grew into a sizable army when 
he won the support of Francisco Villa. 
Carranza’s influence spread rapidly, 
the military victories of his chief aide, 
Villa, rallying the various factions of 
Northern Mexico around his banner. 
For a time, however, real progress 
was slow. Huerta’s machinations had 
embroiled Mexico with the United 

States and intervention seemed immi- 
nent. The killing of W. S. Benton, a 
British subject, by a staff officer of 
Villa further complicated the situation. 
Villa Victory at Tor . 

Then came Villa’s victory at Torreon, 

the first real success of the war. Car- 
ranza was pressing Huerta hard when 
the A. B. C. conference to/|discuss the 
differences between the United States 
and Huerta was called in Buffalo Car- 
ranza refused to suspend hostilities 
and declined to abide by the result of 
those diplomatic negotiations. The 
fighting went on; with the result that 
Huerta resigned the provisional presi- 
dency July 15, 1914, and a month later 
Carranza made his triumphal entry 
into Mexico City, Huerta in the mean- 
time having fled to Spain. 
Shortly afterward independent revo- 
futions, led by Zapata, Gen: Pascual 
Orozco, and others, commenced. Dis- 
sension between Villa and Carranza, 
which began at the Torreon confer- 
ence, reached a climax Sept. 23, 1914, 
when Villa declared war on Carranza. 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon became Carran- 
za‘s leading general. 


Form a New Government. 


The Villa generals met at Aguas 
Calientes in November, 1914, and in 
alliance with the Zapata faction formed 
a conventionist government. The cap- 
ital changed hands several times and 


until the summer of 1915. 

The beginning of the end of the 
Villa-Zapata party as a military power 
followed swiftly the heavy defeats of 
Villa by Gen, Alvaro Obregon. Villa 
was forced to give up Torreon and 
concentrate his dwindling forces in 
northern Chihuahua and eastern Sono- 
ra, making occasional forays and raids, 
which culminated in the attack on 
Columbus, N. M., that resulted in the 
invasion of Mexican territory by Gen. 
Pershing.

Daniels Hampered Navy. 

This was the fruit of the first day’s 
eross-examination of Secretary Daniels 
ny the senate committee investigating 
Admiral Sims’ charges that the navy 
was unprepared for war and that the 
secretary hampered efficient and ag- 
gressive naval operations. 

At first Mr. Daniels insisted that 
the navy was completely upholstered 
with basic and operational plans at the 
outbreak of the war. He told the com- 
mittee the plans were prepared in an- 
ticipation of war either in the Atlantic 
or the Pacific. They were s0 general 
in character and yet so complete in 
jetail that they would have covered 
any nation “big enough to fight us.” 
snator Hale wanted to know if there 
waa plan for operations against the 
Seman navy. The secretary repeated 
his previous statement that the plan 
was farreaching and all embracing, so 
that Germany was included. | 

Secretary Balked. 

Senator Hale asked the secretary to 
thow the plan to the committee.

IS FOREIGN PROPAGANDA >

One Otto Schoenrich of New York, identified as 
formerly secretary to the minister of finance of 
the Dominican republic, is quoted in a news dis-| 
patch from Worcester, Mass., as asgailing the 
American military administration in Santo Do 
mingo and Haiti. Mr. Schoenrich’s charges were 
made before the Clark university conference on 
Mexico and the Caribbean.

The firgt nurses’ training school in 
America gradually evolved between 1859 
and 1863 in the New England Hospital 
for Women and Children. This move- 
ment was largely a New England, and 
particulariy a Boston, movement. By 
1872 New York seemed to have waked up. 
The women had got a taste of public 
affairs by reason of their relief activi- 
ties in the civil war. In that year a 
group of society women set out to or- 
ganize a training school at Bellevue.

| BUT WHY PAROLE THEM A THIRD 


AND FOURTH TIME? 
Chicago, May 20.—-[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In view of the many unwar- 
ranted attacks upon the administration 
of the parole law, which is sometimes 


misunderstood or misjudged or used as 
a punching bag by political pugilists, 
afd in order that the people who have 
read these malicious attacks may have a 
clearer insight into the réal workings of 
this act, I would deem it a fayor if I 
could, in @ small way, explain just what 
is being done along these lines. 

_All commitments to’ penitentiaries are 
under our present law for an indetermi- 
nate period, except for the crimes of 
treason, murder, rape, and kidnaping. 
In these four cases the jury is. re- 
quired to fix a definite term of imprison- 
ment. It will be readily seen therefore 
that a Very great number of persons 
who are incarcerated in prison, are un- 
der indeterminate sentences. 

The rules of the board prescribe that 
the second termer cannot appear before 
the divisions until he shall have served 
twenty-one months; the third termer 
thirty months and the fourth termer 
thirty-eight months. This rule seems to 
be sound and just and is predicated upon 
the belief that repeated offenders must 
and of right ought te be restrained in the 
institution a proportionately greater 
length ‘of time than first offenders. 
The writer has had the opportunity 
to listen to the appeals of friends and 
relatives of prisoners on the day of each 
month set aside by the division for that 
purpose. Wives, mothers, fathers, 
brothers, sisters and children come and 
appeal to the division for their loved 
ones in the institution. It is a heart 
rending experience and one of the un- 
pleasant ones which the members of 
the board must face when they listen 
to the pathetie stories of sufferings and 
untold hardships. The board members 
and I dare say even a public prosecutor 
would find something of human feelings 
in his make-up listening to the misery 
and pathos that is monthly poured out 
into his ears, but the board has dis- 
charged its duty to the public without 
undue regard for their appeals and 
without any regard for the other sort of 
appeal that comes from those who have 
not the interest of the people first in 
their appeal.

MONG the quick and daily his- 
torians of the war, Philip Gibbs 
was the outstanding personality. 
He seemed to be, more than any 

other, the ideal herald of a noisy world, 
boots spattered, and locks frozen, as 
he made his way from battlefield to 
telegraph wire, to give tongue to news 
of carnage. 

His dispatches from the western 
front were as real as dispatches could 
be. Agincourt and the trumpets were 
In the “millions 

of words” he filed few spoke of gicry 
and banners victorious. Packed in his 
kit were greater tidings than those 
avnich, in the past, announced the 

_c.vey of Domesday, the gather- 

ing of the Barons at Runnymede, 
the sailing of the fleet to meet 
the galleons of Spain, the stroke by 
which England became Primus in 
Indis, and the gage which the younger 
Pitt flung down to Napoleonism. Yet, 
his dispatches were reticent. Censors 
regardful of the national morale asked 
him not to disturb the sleep-walkers at 
home—the little light hearted ladies (in 
uniform) dancing at benefits, the ship- 
riveters, and the wives and mothers of 
the men who were at the front. 

The war is over and “Now It Can 

Be Told,” says Mr. Gibbs in a volume 
published by Harper’s. Now he can tell 
things about which in darker days he 
had to observe a useful silence. War is 
War is the incredible 
fruit of stupid or corrupt diplomacy 
and politics. . . War is a game 
which, were people wise, politicians 
would *not play at. .. . The Ger- 
mans are great soldiers and at least 
are not so evil as advertised. .. 

There never was a good war or a bad 
peace—except this peace. All 
British generals are dull in personality 
and unwise in battle. . . . British 
boys are human—some were shot for 
cowardice, thousands were blessed for 
courage. Others in London today beg 
bitter bread from the realm their valor 
saved. . Wilson was a brash 
and puny feather. .. France is 
credibly and odiously vengeful. ... 
The world sits grinning on _ the 
rim of collapse; while ruin, im- 
mense, engulfing, and annihilating,

tine, Egypt. And the blood and treas- 
ure required to play that grandiose 
drama is expected from great and 
mean houses in great and mean streets, 
where there are empty chairs and por- 
traits of dead boys. Mr. Gibbs says it 
can't be done. 

Mr. Gibbs knows of war perhaps 
better than those who shriveled under 
its venomous gases or bled under its 
shell fires, because he has the urge to 
declaim its incredibilities. English 
history is in his soul, and its blood 
is in his body, yet he outcries against 
the sodden stupidities of England’s 
rulers, though the soldier sulks in 
sullen silence. Mr. Gibbs’ summing up 
of the whole horrible mesgis so earnest 
and so despairing a plea against war 
that it is breathless, almost incoherent. 

~- 

He suggests a remedy for the pes- 
tilence. He believes that if the min- 
isters of warring .governments were 
put together for even a week in 
some such place as Hooge or the 
Hohenzollern redoubt, they would set- 
tle the business and come to terms 
before the week was out. There, he 
thinks, the little, old, fat or hawk-faced 
cabinet men, harassed by mine explo- \ 
sions, lice,the stench of rotting corpses, 
heads blown off, and with the smaller 
intestines of some of their whilom 
confreres festooning the wet walls of 
their sanctuary, would listen to reason. 
He would take them back— 


“To whege the dripping surgeons 

wait.” 

They would, he thinks, have no 
stomach to the fight, if they had them- 
selves to fight it.

He was impressed, however, by General 
Currie, the Canadian real estate agent, 
and other colonial commanders who ap- 
plied common sense to war. “Mr. Gibbs 
talked once with Gen. Gough, whose 
5th arriiy broke and fled, leaving Byng 
on one side and the French on the 
other, helpless against the German pen- 
etration. Of this conversation, which 
related to a prospective retreat back to 
the*Somme, Mr. Gibbs writes: “ His 
words froze my blood.” 


Mr. Gibbs’ story is full of the fleet 
flashes of the war with which, in less 
expert chronicles, we have become so 
familiar. He makes vast, accumulative 
pictures out of little things—fine boys 
of England, on leave in Amiens, slink- 
ing, drunken, up a back street with 
venomous Circes; intrepid Midland 
yokels gutting German barons, utter- 
ing the while smooth but sometimes 
unbelievable epigrams; a shell shocked 
subaltern, convicted of cowardice, shot 
twice at sunrise before a reluctant 
firing squad could kill him; mad offi- 
cers giving sane commands, and many 
instances disproving the axiom that 
few die well who die in battle.

T this season of the year a man

week or ten days since young seedlings 
have broken through the, ground and 
the tender plants have been set out in 
the gardéns. The cutworms work im- 
mediately beneath the surface of the. 
soil, mowing down the young plants

as they come to them. They cut off 
the stems of the seedings just below 
the surface of the ground, and may 
destroy 4the entire garden within a 
eamparatively short time. 

‘Often cutworms are present several 
days before the gardener knows it, be- 
cause they feed at night and rest dur- 
ing the day. In daylight they are 
usually found coiled up under rubbish 
or in the soil about an inch beneath 
the surface. Since in color they close- | 
ly resemble the soil, they are difficult 
to see. Plants fall over and turn -yvyel- 
low, and the gardener can’t tell why. 
Digging around such plants usually 
reveals the caterpillar near the stem 
of the seedling. 

The grayish or brownish moths, 
commonly called “millers,” that are 
seen fluttering around lights in the 
summer, are the parents of the cut- 
worms. In the fall, usually in Septem- 
ber, the moths lay their eggs on weeds | 
and grass left around the borders of | 
gardens. Each moth may lay 400 or 
500 eggs. In a few weeks the eggs 
hatch, and the young cutworms fecd 
on grass until winter. They pass 
through the cold months as caterpil- 
lars.

“For several years Mr. Speer had 
mixed his own doses, of course under 
my licit directions, as he did not 
wish to be calling on me continually 
when his stomach troubled him. 

In his youth Mr. Speer had taken a 
three year course in medicine. 

The day before his death Mr. Speer 
appeared in excellent spirits, according 
to John M. Isbell, a memebr of the 
firm of which Mr. Speer was president, 
and the last of his businéss associates 
to talk with him. 


Found Dead in Morning. 


Mr. Speer retired about 10 o’clock the 
night- he died. A short time later he 
complained of intense pain in his stom-} 
ach. He went to the bathroom, mixed 
some medicine, and then returned to 
bed. His death was not dis€overed un- 
til the next morning about 7 o’clock. °
